DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fourth office action for U.S. Application 10/802,408 for a Collapsible 
Rolling Stand filed on March 12, 2004. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-1 1 and 13-28 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a collapsible rolling stand for use 
with an elongated normally horizontally oriented object, the object being generally 
vertical when the stand is closed and generally horizontal when the stand is open, the 
stand comprising a top frame with a generally planar portion configured to have the 
object secured thereto, the top frame planar portion being oriented in a generally 
horizontal position when the stand is in its open position and a generally vertical position 
when the stand is in the closed position, a folding mechanism supporting the top frame 
with at least one handle operatively connected to one end portion of a pair of spaced 
apart elongated first members that have opposite end portions that include points that 
contact the ground surface and a pair of spaced apart second members with wheels, 
the first and second members being pivotally connected to one another and configured 
so that the weight of the object provides a substantial portion of the necessary force 
needed to pivot the first and second pairs of members to further separate the forward 
contact point from the rear wheels and move the stand from the closed position to the 
open position when the top frame planar portion is substantially horizontal.
